or for the city of Sedalia, late Satur­ 


day afternoon filed 
with 
the state 


public utilities commission a petition 


asking for a rehearing 
of 
1he evi­ 


dence in the case of the City W ate r 


Co., in which the latter makes a re­ 


quest for the granting of an increase 
in the water rates for the city of Se­ 
dalia. 
The action of Attorney Robertson 
resulted in a recent decision of 
the 
city council to prevent, 
if possible, 
the increase 
in 
rates 
which 
was 
granted by the commission, following 
an investigation of the water service 
in Sedalia, and 
a 
valuation of the 
property of the company. 
The 
petition 
contains 
eighteen 
grounds upon wrhich Attorney Robert­ 
son states a 
rehearing 
should 
be 
granted. Accom panying 
the petition 
is a brief comprising fourteen type­ 
w ritten pages, giving 
in 
detail 
the 
eighteen grounds mentioned 
in the 
petition. Among these are the follow­ 
ing: 


“ That the opinion of 
the commis­ 
sion im pairs the obligations of the 
contract. 
“ Because 
the 
commission 
holds 
that it has the power 
to 
set aside 
any and all contracts. 
“ Because the change in rates is a 
legislative power not vested in the 
commission by the general assembly. 
“ Because the valuation fixed by the 
commission of the water company’s 
property is excessive. 
“ Because the rates granted are ex­ 
cessive. 
“ Because 
the 
commission 
should 
have fixed tr w ater schedule and not 
left it to the company. 
“ Because the burden 
of showing 
and proving that the 
plant 
is not 
properly managed is 
left 
with the 
city, whereas 
the 
water 
company 
should be forced to show that it is 
entitled to a raise.” 
The principal fight for a rehearing 
w ill be waged on the 
grounds that 
the legislature has not vested with 
the commission 
the 
power to set 
aside contracts between the city of 
Sedalia 
and 
the 
wrater 
company 
which were previously in force. 
It is expected that the commission 
w ill temporarily 
postpone 
the 
en­ 
forcement of the increase 
in rates, 
which wras to have 
gone 
into effect 
on M ay I, until after they have con­ 
sidered the motion for a rehearing. 
Should the motion be refused, A t­ 
torney Robertson w ill file an appeal 
for a new trial in the circuit court of 
„Cole county, and should the city lose 
this case it is likely 
that 
an appeal 
w ill be taken to the supreme court 
of Missouri.

The work of enrollment is be 
ing conducted by the 
medical 
wa: 
committees in England, Scotland ant 
Ireland. 
For military purposes 
the 
service 
age of doctors is up to 45, but medica 
men beyond that age can give thei: 
services to home hospitals and then 
fore they, as well as doctors of mil. 
tary age, are being enrolled. 
The idea of making a complete en 
rollment is not only to insure a sat 
’sfactory medical service for the arm> 
but also to safeguard the needs of the 
civil population. 
In 
some 
districts 
there has recently been a great seal 
city of doctors, due mainly to enlist 
ments. 
The medical war committees als*, 
hope to effect an improvement in th 
manner in which medical specialist. 
of various kinds are being used, then 
having been many 
complaints 
tho 
their services were not being utilize- 
to the best advantages. 
The reports of the committees o 
the British medical service in tis 
war zone state that it is “ very el 
ficient.” 
In none of the main the; 
tors of war has there been any lac 
of high surgical and 
medical 
skil 
Recently there have been complaint 
about the service in Mesopotamia 
but the shortcomings in this distrii 
were already being remedied who 
the complaints came to public attei 
tion. 
Each war center of surgical wor 
is in charge of a leading special is 
who obtains all the assistance tha 
he asks for and can utilize. 
In France the wounded soldiers ar 
quickly treated at the front hospital 
md then rushed to England for fu? 
ther attention. The transport and otl 
lr 
machinery 
between 
the 
fron 
clearing stations and the great hoi 
vitals in England has been perfecto 
until it works almost automatically. 
Doctors who have enrolled for sei 
vice at 
the 
front 
have 
few 
con 
plaints. There have been several it 
-lances, however, in which physician 
with a good practice 
at 
home, wh 
have enlisted 
for 
patriotic reason 
have found that a neighbor in thei 
absence has 
confiscated 
their prat 
lice.
